Sponsor: Harper, W. (Harper, W. Sub.) 2013 General Session

Enactment of this bill may increase the nexus and audit costs associated with the Multistate Tax 

Commission (MSTC) by $43,800 in FY 2015, with a $34,000 savings by eliminating the MSTC 

membership dues and travel.  The Tax Commission has indicated that the $9,800 cost increase can be 

absorbed.
